The late George H. Page often in­ 
sisted that one of the ab surdities of 
American law-makers was the pass­ 
ing of too many laws, and we are 
reminded of this proposition b y the 
intricacies of the 
recently enacted 
primary law for regulating 4 ? V cau­ 
cuses in Illinois. 
There was a feel­ 
ing of hope among many voters that 
our Illinois supreme court would, as 
was one time thought prob ab le, de­ 
clare the law unconstitutional. 
H. D. Fargo, an ab le writer says 
ihat loWa politicians are talking of 
passing a new primary law to let the 
voters of the state participate in the 
nomination of a governor. 
The Illi­ 
nois law prescrib es a direct primary 
vote for governor in 19 08 . 
The feas­ 
ib ility of a candidate for a state of­ 
fice receiving enough votes at a pri­ 
mary to make the action representa­ 
tive of the whole party will b e de­ 
cided then, for the senatorial contest 
now on can scarcely b e said to do 
so. 
Secretary of the Treasury 
Shaw 
has written a letter to an low’a Re­ 
pub lican in which he hits the new' 
primary law several hard raps, Hav­ 
ing campaigned in Virginia last fall, 
where the direct primary was tried. 
Burglary Shaw speaks from practi­ 
cal experience, and he declares that 
the system tends to discourage can­ 
didates who haven’t plenty of cam­ 
paign funds.

It Is usual in o ther places than no v 
els to hear o f waves running mo un 
tains high, but in reality the mo untains 
o f the sea are by no m eans steep and 
o nly appear so when tw o sy stems o f 
waves meet, as in a cho ppy sea, ami 
ad d their amplitud es. Fo r ex ample, as 
is sho wn in a series o f w ave measure 
ments lately und ertaken by the French 
go vernment, the highest no rmal waves 
enco untered in the so uthern Pacific are 
no t mo re than fifty -three feet high 
fro m crest to base o f tro ugh. These are 
in a sense the waves o f greatest kno wn 
amplitud e. The d istance between their 
crests is 1,000 feet. W av es o f the no rth 
Atlantic are no rmally 528 feet fro m 
crest to crest and twenty -six feet high
